Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Brampton  & V/alton  Urban  District  for  the  year  1920. 

Since  my  last  report  the  extension  of  the  Borough  of 
Chesterfield  has  taken  place o This  has  reduced  the  area  of  the  di 
trict  from  9,734  acres  to  8,999  acres,  43  acres  of  this  being  wate 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  area  before  the  extension 
was  525.  Twentythree  houses  were  absorbed  by  Chesterfield  and  one 
was  added  to  the  Brampton  & Walton  District. 

Five  new  houses  were  erected  in  the  district  during  the 
year.  One  of  these  is  now  in  the  Borough,  which  leaves  the  nett 
numbttr  of  houses  in  the  district  as  508. 

The  district  is  mainly  agricultural  and  residential, 
very  hilly,  and  rises  to  a height  of  over  1,000  feet  above  sea 
level.  The  soil  is  clay. 

Excepting  those  engaged  in  agriculture,  the  work  of 
the  majority  of  inhabitants  lies  outside  the  district. 

The  amount  of  Poor-Law  Relief  paid  to  inhabitants  of 
the  district  for  the  year  ending  March  1920  was  £145. 
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Wa ter  Supply. 


‘Eie  vvater  supply  of  the  district  is  vexy  satisfactory,  The  iLain 
supply  is  from  the  Chesterfield  Water  Board,  whose  reservoirs  a.rid 
sources  of  supply  are  in  the  district.  The  number  of  houses  which 
have  a pj.ped  Y/ater  supply  is  E76« 

During  the  year  two  samples  of  water  v/ere  analysed  hj  the  County 
Aiial^^st,  One  was  from  the  hore-hole  at  Broomhall  and  the  other 
from  the  stream  at  Broomhall,  The  examination  was  undertaken  on 
account  of  complaints  having  been  received  as  to  the  pollution  of 
the  stream.  The  report  of  the  Analyst  showed  that  there  was  no 
serious  xjollution  of  the  stream.  The  Bore-hole  water  showed  a large 
quantity  of  a finely  divided  clay  suspended  - that  from  the  streo.m 
only  a moderate  amount  of  organic  Hatter, 

I would  suggest  that  the  Water  Board  be  asked  to  erect  a tank 
in  LoadSp  above  the  level  of  the  Star  Inn,  so  that  a water  supply  can 
be  supplied  to  the  houses  in  Loads  Terrace  and  Grew  Bank,  and  shso 
to  those  c,t  the  .junction  of  Bew  Road  and  Gallery  Lane,  Holymoorside , 

Drainage  & Sev/age. 

Sanitary  Conditions , 

There  are  tv;o  Sewage  farms,  one  at  Outthorpe  and  one  at  Holymoorside 
E15  houses  are  connected,  v/hich  is  one  mo.re  than  last  year.  The  rest 
of  the  houses  are  served  by  sumps,  or  privy  middens  and  ash-pits, 
these  being  dealt  wath  by  routine  emptying. 

The  question  of  conversion  from  privy  midden  to  v/ater  closet 
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should,  he  consid-ered.  seriously.  I think  that  every  house  where 
it  is  possible  the  conversion  should  take  place  within  the  next 
twel\'’e  months.  The  substituion  of  covered  ash-bins  for  open 
ash-pits  should  also  be  the  aim  in  every  case  where  these  exist. 

As  you  all  ;^.’robably  know,  flies  are  the  greatest  carriers  of 
disease  in  this  country,  and  excreta  and  dead  organic  matter  the 
great  breeders  of  various  organisms  v?hich  cause  disease.  We 
cannot  banish  flies,  but  we  can  prevent  their  access,  to  a very 
great  extent,  to  all  sources  of  contamination  which  ordinarily  and 
of  necessity  are  close  to  human  habitations.  For  this  reason  it 
should  be  the  aim  of  the  Council  to  have  these  sources  of  disease 
removed  as  quickly  as  possible  from  the  houses,  and  the  method 
is  by  conversion  of  privy  middens  and  frequent  and  methodical 
enp tying  of  ash-bins  and  ash-pits. 

The  difficulties  of  obtaihing  labour  for  scavenging  are  dis- 
appearing and  the  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  more  satisfac- 
torily. 

Housing. 

During  the  year  4 new  houses  have  beon  erected.  One  of  these 
is  now  in  the  Borough.  The  others  are  wooden  structures  with 
stone  or  brick  foundations,  tv/o  being  army  hi^ts  and  one  a Boulton 
& Paul  structure. 

The  housing  scheme  has  not  so  far  proved  very  fruitful  owing 
to  the  absence  of  any  contractor  willing  to  undertake  the  work. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  the  work  will  be  proceeded 
wl  th . 
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Until  some  nev/  houses  are  erected  it  is  impossible  to  put 
right  the  one  or  two  cases  of  overcrowding  which  occur  in  the 
district. 

During  the  year  one  house  which  was  condemned  has  been  put 
in  a state  fit  for  habitation. 

Tuberculosis  Gases. 

The  number  of  oases  notified  during  the  year  was  4-3  pulmonary 
and  one  bone.  The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  County  Council 
Uurse  viras  23. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  vias 
4,  the  number  of  cases  improved  or  cured  3. 

Births  and  Deaths. 

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  56  - 29  boys  and  27 
girls  - 4 illegitimate.  The  birth  rate  works  out  at  25.66. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  27,  8 being 
those  of  infants  under  one  year.  Three  of  these  were  under 
one  day.  Two  died  from  premature  birth  and  one  from  con- 
vulsions following  injury  at  birth.  T'^vo  others  died  from 
congenital  malformations.  Hone  of  these  could  be  called 
preventable  deaths  in  the  ijublic  health  sense.  Seven  of  the 
deaths  occurred  in  people  over  70  years  of  age.  The  death  rate 
is  12.37. 
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Infectious  Disease 


Two  cases  of  .‘Scarlet  I’ever,  one  case  of  Diphtheria,  and  one 
case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified.  An  outbreak; 
of  Measles  occurred  during  the  year.  Whooping  Cough  v/as 
also  prevalent.  There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious 
diseases. 


lfe.ternity. 

The  number  of  births  notified  was  49  - 21  by  doctors  and 
28  by  nurses.  The  number  of  first  visits  paid  by  the  nurse 
was  40.  Of  these  cases  85  of  the  babies  were  breast  fed. 

Schools. 

The  routine  medical  examination  of  the  children  has  been  carried 
on.  On  account  of  an  outbreak;  of  measles  the  Wigley  School  v/as 
closed  from  Imy  12th  to  May  31st  and  the  Vfelton  School  from 
^ril  13th  to  April  19th,  and  again  from  April  £6th  to  May 
3rd.  In  the  latter  School  the  second  closure  was  ordered  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  none  of  the  children  had  recovered 
sufficiently  to  be  able  to  attend  School,  the  majority  of  the 
children  attending  this  school  having  contracted  the  illness. 

Food. 

I^lk;  supply.-  The  milk;  is  all  produced  in  the  district  and  is 
satisfactory.  I suggested  the  advisibility  of  obtaining  a 
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supply  of  leaflets  from  the  Clean  Milk  Society.  This  the  Council 
authorised. 

Ivtilk  (Mothers'  and  Children’s)  Order  1918.  Ho  necessitous 
case  has  arisen.

Thero  have  been  five  dwellings  certified  during  the  year, 
consisting  of  3 Army  Huts,  I brick  and  1 Boulton  & Paul 
Bungal ow , 

There  has  also  been  1 transferred  from  Hewbold,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  houses  to  531.  83  have  been  absorbed 

by  the  extension  of  the  Bourough  Boundaries,  leaving  the 
total  number  of  houses  now  in  the  District  508. 

The  above  figures  do  not  include  any  part  of  the  Bana- 
torium-, 

There  are  on  the  register  60  milk  sellers,  a reduction  of 
3 during  the  year. 

There  is  one  shelter  in  the  district. 

There  is  still  some  difficulty  in  two  of  the  wards  owing 
to  inability  to  get  team  labour  at  just  the  time  when 
required.  The  othor  twro  wards  are  very  satisfactorily 
done.
